WASHINGTON, May 13.—When the 


Republicans are once more in control 
of Congress, as they will be without 
doubt next session, in the opinion, ex- 
pressed today by Representative Hop- 
wood, ot Pennsylvania, they Trill do 
some of the things to promote the for- 
eign trade ot the United States which 
the Democratic party is failing to do. 
He said he was opposed to the ship- 
ping bill which the administration is 
backing, because be did not believe in 
the government going into any moro 
business ttiaa it was now engaged in 
carrying on. 
Mr. Hopwood said he 


was of the opinion that 
no 
good 


would be accomplished by this hill 
and that it would not help to promote 
the foreign trade of this country. Ho 
was in favor, he said, of the govern- 
ment granting subsidies to private en- 
terprises which went into the ship- 
ping business. 


"I am confident," said Mr. Hopwood, 


"that the Republicans will be in con- 
trol ot both branches of Congress next 
session. 
The Democrats themselves 


virtually admit this. In the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation I think it is possible 
we may reduce the number of Demo- 
crats, six at present out of 36, bv- at 
least two or three. 


"When we are in power we win pass 


some of the legislation which is need- 
ed to aid American business to com- 
pete in the markets of the world on 
an equal basis with that trom other 
countries. As was pointed out in a 
report, -which has just been made to 
Congress by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, foreign producers and manu- 
facturers are given every encourage- 
ment by their governments, and al- 
lowed to form powerful co-operative 
agencies through which they are able 
to undersell in many instances tho 
American business man. This should 
not be so. 


"I believe that a law can be passed 


which would fully guard all the rights 
of the people here against the power 
of monopolies and which would at the 
same time give to'American, coal, iron 
and steel and other producers and 
manufacturers the right lawfully to 
organize in such a , way that 
tfiey 


could compete successfully with the 
powerfully organized British. German 
and other foreign selling agencies. 


"I do know that it would be possi- 


ble to have some such legislative pro- 
vision passed as a^rider to the present 
shipping bill, but I do believe there 
is need for such legislation and that 
it will come at the next session when 
the Republicans get the cliance. And 
along with it -will come other legisla- 
tion, which will he o£ benefit to the 
American with goods to sell abroad. 


"I am opposed to the administra- 


tion's shipping bill because I do not 
approve of any more government 
ownership than we have now. It they 
extended it to shipping, they would 
try to extend It to telegraph and tele- 
phone, railroads and so on, so that 
the party in power wbev these meas- 
ures were passed should have such 
an army of voters in its grasp and in 
that way such a hold on government 
control that it would never be possi- 
ble to remove it from power. There 
should he subsidies to help us build 
up a merchant marine to carry our 
flag and our goodr t<. South America 
and the Orient ana other parts of the 
•world but no government ownership 
of tbc ships. 
. 


"As for thc monor/olieis getting be- 


yond control it they an; allowed to 
organize selling agencies for secur- 
ing their foreign markets, ther.j need 
be no fear of that. Look at the United 
States Steel Corporation. It !s not 
afraid of publicity, In fact is glad to 
make its reports put lie so that everr- 
bony can see them. 
O£ its ovn ac- 


cord it frequently increases the wages 
of its workmen, having- granted sev- 
eral such increases recently; nad. it 
further encourages participation of 
the public m its affairs by the oppor- 
tunities it gives its men to buy steel 
stock at advantageous tfl'T^a. 
And 


roost other big concerns C In-'Ieve aro 
pleased to have the public realize that 
they are not trying to ^o i-nything 
contrary to. tho public rUrcst. 


"In encouraging i.- /urngn trade 


Great Britain is in -. , -y different 
position from the C>..;.c4 States, and 
whereas free trade may be a good 
thing for that count,-,- it could not be 
for the United States. 
Greet Britain 


on its little islands depends on the 
outside world for so much that free 
trade may be an advantage, and by 
allowing free trade to other countries 
she secures similar concessions from, 
them tor the goods which she manu- 
factures, and sends abroad. But this 
country is" situated 
very 
differently 


and protection act 'free trade must 
be had if our industries are to pros- 
per."
